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ACTION ON LAND FOR NEW HIGH 
SCHOOL EXPECTED MONDAY NIGHT 


Sufficient land to provide adequate 
high school facilities for the Warren 
Area Jointure probably will be left 
up to the Warren Area Joint Com­ 
mittee if the Warren Area Joint 
School board grants such authority 
at its meeting Monday evening. The 
committee at its regular meeting 
this week voted to recommend that 
the board give it authority to buy 
as many of the available acres as 
it feels is necessary. 
There are over fifty acres in the 
several properties which border 
each other on and east of the bor­ 
ough line near Fifth ave., E. 
A 
minimum of twenty-eight acres were 
recommended by the architect. 
Estimated costs for roads and 
utilities for the proposed new high 
school were presented to the joint 
committee of the Warren Area Joint 
School Board when it convened Mon­ 
day evening. 
Mr. Ed Werle, a representative 
of the Erie architectural firm Mey­ 
ers, Krider, Werle and Ellenberger 
which was hired by the committee 
at the February meeting to draw up 
plans for the new school, was present 
Monday to show maps of the proper­ 
ty and possible roads to the site, 
The architect listed several pos­ 
sibilities that would range in cost 
from $27,300 to $61,000. These 
figures could vary when a more 
accurate topographical survey is 
made and also whether or not the 
gravel on the so-called Swick site 
could be used in construction. 
Two of the approaches named by 
Mr. Werle are located just above 
the borough line on Fifth avenue, 
one is a quarter of a mile above 
the boundary line, and another en­ 
trance or exit mentioned would come 
off Glade avenue. 
In regard to utilities, Mr. Werle 
gave approximate costs of $1900 
for a water line _ from Orchard 
street, plus an additional $25,000 
for pumps and other accessories; 
$2670 for sanitary sewers providing 
a hook-up can be arranged with 
Warren borough; and no additional 
cost for electricity and gas. 
At the conclusion of this report 
the joint committee approved the 
buildings and grounds committee 
recommendation to use for the new 
school properties belonging to Swick 
(the western portion), Rudolph,Link 
(portion out of borough), Valone 
(portion out of borougn), Anderson, 
Nuhfer, and Huber-Raedaker. Ac­ 
tually all or several of these may 
be used and some only in part 
Further action on this matter will 
be considered at the Joint Board 
meeting scheduled for 8 p. rn. Mon­ 
day in Beaty library. 
Payment of bills were approved 
in the amounts of $950.75, janitors’ 
overtime; $374.58, substitute teach­ 
ers; $987.30, s p e c i a l services; 
$436.40, orders written during the 
month; $4,388.13 bills incurred. A 
cafeteria report indicated an ex­ 
pense of $4,482.80, and cost of 
services was $1,722.40. 
Permission was given Dan Goldth­ 
waite, science teacher at Beaty, to 
attend the national convention of 
science teachers in Cleveland March 
20-23; Leroy Peck to be a repre­ 
sentative at the state safety educa­ 
tion meeting in Harrisburg April 
5-6; and Mrs. Arlene Whitehill, 
high school home economics in­ 
struction, to attend the first meet­ 
ing of the state Homemakers cur­ 
riculum committee on March 28-29. 
The latter was just recently named 
to this group. 
Miss Evelyn Brehn, a guidance 


instructor of Abington, Pa., will be 
in Warren to meet with the Beaty 
Fund teachers on April 8, and on 
March 28. A. J. McDonnell and Paul 
[Myers of the fund group team will 
attend a session in Toms River, 
IN. J. 
The committee also approved pay­ 
ing supervisors for Friday night 
recreational 
supervision at 
the 
Youth Canteen from March 4 to 
_ une 8, and September I to Decem­ 
ber 31. Supervisors are Dan Stim- 
mel and James Fales. This involves 
240 hours at two dollars an hour or 
a total of $480. 
It was reported that sump pumps 
had been placed in the Beaty boiler 
room; that the recommendations of 
the Dept, of Labor and Industry rep­ 
resentative for Beaty and South 
Street machine shops are being 
made; a rheumatic fever victim 
in Clarendon is receiving in-home 
training; the attendance for Feb­ 
ruary was average, 93 per cent for 
3,713 pupils. 
The 1957 commencement exer­ 
cises will be held June 6 on Beaty 
school lawn (in auditorium if there 
is inclement weather) and the bac­ 
calaureate service will be in the 
Grace Methodist Church on June 2. 
Two classes in adult drivers’edu­ 
cation were approved with Leroy 
Peck and Harry Spackman as in­ 
structors. 
A memorandum from the Warren 
Education association expressed its 
members’ appreciation for the pres­ 
ent salary schedule. 


$111,000 Approved For 
Warren Paving In 1957 


The paving of Hazel, Lexington, 
Ludlow, McPherson, Seneca, Mad­ 
ison, and Plum, and the resurfac­ 
ing of Fourth ave. at a total cost 
of $111,000 were approved by War­ 
ren’s boro council Monday evening 
when a series of ordinances were 
passed. The new paving will cost 
about $92,000 and the resurfacing 
of Fourth, $19,000. 
Plum st. was added to the list 
when it was learned that the state 
will not widen Jackson st. this 
year. The Plum st. paving will cost 
$12,000. It was decided to do as 
much of Fourth as possible, depend­ 
ing on the bid. Though it is planned 
to resurface from 200 feet east of 
Market to Beech st., the resurfac­ 
ing will be continued west as far 
as the $19,000 will go. 
Two sirens were purchased for 
civilian defense. A Thunderbolt and 
an S. D. IO at a cost of $3,314 
will be delivered by the Federal 
Siren and Signal Corp., of Jam es­ 
town, low bidder among three. 
Juvenile playground climbing pipe 
structures were purchased from 
the Recreation Equipment Co., of 
Anderson, Ind., for $710. The price 
for five of the units was lower than 
three competitors. 
Daylight saving was recommend­ 
ed, starting at 2 a.m. April 28, 
and lasting until October 28. Ef­ 
forts by Councilmen Carbon and 
Juliano to have it terminated a 
month early to help school chil­ 
dren were fruitless. 
Engineer DeBell reported that 
the Third ave. resurfacing was not 
holding up but that the contractor 
and supplier would make the neces­ 
sary repairs at no cost to the bor­ 
ough. 
Council approved the seal-coating

A Warren boro sanitary authority 
was created by the Warren council 
Vlonday night to spend about $1, 
500,000 on a sewage plant and the 
completion of the system which will 
make it effective. Much of the sewer 
work already has been done and the 
land has been purchased. About 
$250,000 of the remaining cost will 
be paid by the federal government. 
Named on the authority were A. 
of the Warren airport runway at a 
cost of $10,000, half of which will be 
paid by the Warren Chamber of Com­ 
merce. 
The old truck scales were sold to 
Louis Segel and Son who out-bid 
three others with a price of $325. 
Approval was given to the ap­ 
pointment of Frank Viola, Jr. and 
Earle A. Nollinger as provisional 
ho semen, and the resignation of 
Carl J, DeStefano from the fire 
department was accepted. A two- 
week military leave was granted 
Policeman Donald E. Fitch. 
Rules and regulations for am­ 
bulances operating in Warren were 
approved, and the special committee 
was discharged. The rules estab­ 
lish $1 licenses for ambulance own­ 
ers and the attendants. Specifica­ 
tions for the vehicles are included 
and the equipment which must be 
carried is itemized. Training pre­ 
requisites for drivers and assis­ 
tants and minimum insurance cov­ 
erages are specified. 
A letter from the Warren Area 
Joint School committee was read. 
Council was asked to decide if it 
would make an exception to its rule 
concerning the use of sewers by 
residents outside the borough limits 
to accomodate the new high schoo 
which might lie just outside the 
border on Fifth ave. PresidentLas- 
karis said he would ask the engineer 
and the public works committee to 
study the problem and come up with 
a written report.

L. Rasmussen, five years term;

He also said 
that other bond issues apparently 
were about to be made and if War­ 
ren borough acted quickly enough 
it might obtain a lower rate.

HOW’S FISHING? 
We can’t predict how fishing will 
be in 1957, but we can tell you 
what has been done about it. 
At 
least we can report what has been 
done in this area during the past 
year. 
Five trout stream s in W arren 
county have been removed from the 
fish com m ission’s approved list. 
Two of these, Wilson and McGuire, 
have been declared too short. Coffee 
creek, Lamb and Phelps runs have 
been removed because of poor physi­ 
cal and biological characteristics. 
You people who fish the Tionesta 
dam lake will be interested to learn 
that four thousand muskie finger­ 
lings, 8 to 12 inches, w ere placed 
in four lakes in the area, includ­ 
ing Tionesta. 
O thers were Conne­ 
aut, Moshannon, and Bald Eagle. 
In an effort to learn which stock­ 
ing method is the m ost effective, 
native trout are being separated 
from stocked fish by either placing 
jaw tags on the hatchery trout or 
clipping a fin off them. 
E xperi­ 
mental stream s are chosen and the 
trout are stocked in a variety of 
ways. 
With the cooperation of fish er­ 
men it is learned which method 
produces the g reatest percentage of 
return. Four Mile creek in W arren

county has been chosen for such 
experim enting in 1957. 
Trout in 
this stream will be jaw tagged and 
will be 
stocked in season only. 
A sim ilar experim ent is going on 
in Salmon run in F orest county. 
This was started last year with every 
trout stocked having a complete fin 
clipped. 
This will continue for 
five years. 
Anglers w ere in te r­ 
viewed during the opening days and 
during the peak week ends. 
It was learned that it takes the 
average fisherm an about ten hours 
to catch a trout in Salmon run. 
Of the fish reported, 
551 were 
stocked and 76 were not stocked 
last year. 
For real resu lts it 
will require the full five years of 
checking. 


We also thought it was in te r­ 
esting to note that the num ber of 
trout placed in Salmon last year 
was 1102 rainbows and 2342 browns. 
Of those reported, 290 w ere ra in ­ 
bows and 261 were browns. 
Sug­ 
gesting that here is proof of the 
difficulty anglers have hooking the 
brownies. 
W arren county didn’t benefit by 
the fishing out of Sanctuary lake 
and the Union City reserv o ir. These 
areas never have been open to fish­ 
ing and it was believed the many 
bass reported in them would be m ore 
valuable if removed to w aters where 
fisherm en could enjoy them. 
This provided some real sport for 
the wardens. Inasmuch as bass can 
not be netted, they had to be fished 
out. 
Thanks to the cool sum m er, 
the m ortality rate was very low and 
nearly 2600 largemouth bass w ere 
removed. Of these, 564 came from 
Union City, and the rest from the 
Pymatuning sanctuary.

M ore fish­ 
ing will be done from these areas 
each year and it is believed the re-, 
moval will resu lt in better speci­ 
mens.

CIGARETTES STRONGER 
The publicity given cigarettes and 
their possible relation to 
lung, 
throat, and mouth cancer (and to 
heart trouble) apparently has lost 
its punch. And unfortunately, there 
may be more danger in cigarettes 
today than there was before the 
publicity started. 
When the fear of cancer reacted 
on the cigarette market, causing 
the sale totals to drop (about I 1/2 
million people stopped smoking), 
the makers of fags immediately 
started a counter offensive. Their 
most effective weapon was the use 
of filters which they claimed re­ 
moved a major share of the tar 
and nicotine from each deep drag 
you pulled into your lungs. 
One brand provided a filter so 
effective that many smokers stopped 
buying it. They claimed they couldn’t 
taste the tobacco. In fact, many 
brands suffered this complaint, even 
though th e ir filters didn’t completely 
stop the taste of tars, nicotine, and 
the other juices to be found in a 
tobacco leaf. 
Paradoxically it is possible that 
the smokers of cigarettes are in 
greater danger today than they were 
before the cancer publicity cut loose. 
They have been lulled into a sense 
of security by the addition of a 
filter on the mouth-end of their 
favorite brand. But they may be 
inhaling even more poison than they 
did before. 
In the days of stubby cigarettes 
and the open end, tobacco taste was 
important. You were receiving the 
full blast right off the leaf when you 
sucked inward. To keep the custom­ 
ers happy, flue cured tobacco was 
used, with a variety of methods ap­ 
plied so that you might find some 
difference in the taste. 
The effect on the tobacco market 
was that flue cured tobacco brought 
the premium price. Burley tobacco, 
which is heavy and strong-flavored, 
provided a small percentage of the 
tobacco production, and the red tips 
near the top of the stalk were thrown 
away by most tobacco farmers. The 
strong upper leaves were used for 
chewing and pipes. 
The mild leaves brought about 
60 cents a pound. The strong uppers 
were worth no more than 23 cents. 
And the extreme red tips were dis­ 
carded. 
Today, because smokers want 
safety, filters are used (about 33 per 
cent of the total). But because smok­ 
ers also want to taste what they 
smoke, the raw burley is being sub­ 
stituted for the flue cured. And even 
the red tipped leaves at the top of 
the stalk are being sold. 
Government support has been pro­ 
vided for the cheaper brands in the 
past. It still is, but it is wasted, 
because today the price of the rank 
burley is up to over 60 cents a 
pound. One farmer reports recently 
selling the raw red tips for 66 cents

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POLITICS NOT NEEDED 
We could use much less politics 
in that State Highway Department. 
There has been noticeably poor 
service in many areas since the 
change of politics in Harrisburg. 
This is not a criticism of the 
Democrats. It is a criticism of the 
spoils system as applied to one of 
the most important services in the 
nation today. A service on which 
our lives and our living depend. 
That service cost u s $255,911,620 
f o r construction, reconstruction, 
and resurfacing in the last biennium. 
And in addition we spent$73,451,666 
for maintenance work on 41,208 
miles of state highway. 
This is most obvious when the 
Democrats take over because the 
Republicans are in so long that 
they develop trained personnel. But 
the choice of professional engineers, 
engineer assistants, and all of the 
skilled labor required to efficiently 
operate costly vehicles and equip­ 
ment should not be done on a political 
basis. 
Governor George Leader is pro­ 
posing a civil service law to assure 
job security. This won’t please the 
Republicans because they no doubt 
would prefer to establish such a 
law when they are in power.

GAS RATES SPIRAL 
Another in the continuing series 
of requests for utility price in­ 
creases was announced this week 
by the Manufacturers Light and 
Heat Company. It wants an annual 
increase of $6,540,000 through a 
12-1 2 per cent increase in rates, 
according to G- O. McKinley, com­ 
pany manager. 
This will a v e r a g e 74 cents a month 
for typical non-heating customers 
and $1.90 a month of the heating 
customers, the company claims. The 
big jump is in the first thousand 
feet used, about 75 cents. 
The company says that it needs 
$23,500,000 for new facilities this 
year and most of this will be raised 
through new investors who must be 
convinced of a fair return on their 
money. The new rate requests will 
do this, it says. 
We should think it would. The 
gas company publicity continually 
says that its profits are increas­ 
ing every year even at present 
rates, and the stock earnings con­ 
tinually rise. These publicity re ­ 
leases should get together. 
This is the standard argument 
used so successfully by the utili­ 
ties. They expect present custom­ 
ers to help pay for expansion costs. 
It makes you wonder how they got 
started in the first place when 
there were no customers. But it 
always works and the utilities com­ 
mission, will give them a major 
share of what they ask, no matter 
how often they ask for it.

[CURING RATE INCREASES 
We especially enjoy another kind 
I of rate increase. This has to do 
with the Warren state hospital which 
[now is discharging all new admis­ 
sions at a rate of 84.6 per cent. 
|This does not include those over 
sixty years of age. Back in the 
early days of the rate study, be­ 
tween 1920 and 1925 the rate of 
discharges was 57 per cent. Ten 
years ago it was about 75 per cent. 
Dr. Robert H. Israel, superin­ 
tendent of the hospital, and his 
staff of 31 physicians believe the

Locally the 
clubs will not do much in the way 
of special activities except to re­ 
mind you about the pleasures of the 
outdoors and wha t you can do 
throughout the year to preserve 
those pleasures. 
Most of the clubs spread their 
activities 
through 
the 
year and 
make no effort to concentrate any 
part of them into this one week. 
Perhaps more would be done if 
the week were at a time when the 
wilds were more attractive and 
there were some seasonable pro­ 
ject that could be started. 
However, we can utilize this time 
and this space to remind ourselves 
that wildlife is more than a sport; 
it is more than an economic part 
of our local business life; it is 
bigger than our pride in being able 
to shoot accurately or to skillfully 
cast a fly. 
Healthy animals in the forests 
usually mean healthy forests. And 


there is little doubt that a major 
percentage of us now realize the] 
value of the woodlands. C lean, edible 
fish in the streams suggest pure I 
stream s. The two, woodlands and! 
stream s, 
a r e inseparable. They 
complement each other. 
It has been suggested by local,! 
state, 
and 
national officials that 
as our part in wildlife week we I 
familiarize ourselves with efforts 
to protect our natural resources 
and all related assets. These range 
from the soil, through the wood-1 
lands, down the stream s, and in­ 
clude the wildlife to be found in all] 
natural climes. 
It may sound noble, you nod your 
head, and forget it. But it can be 
found very close to you. As close J 
as 
the Allegheny 
river and the 
stream s around you. Are they clean? 
Is the law being enforced to make 
them clean?

YOU KNOW THE TRUTH 
We don’t know anyone in a better 
position to learn the truth than the 
man who spends his leisure hour^ 
fishing and hunting. Or those who 
like to swim, or go boating. 
Is our water supply adequate and 
is it 
sufficiently pure to permit 
these pleasures? In this area which 
is blessed with water in nearly every 
valley and a major river resulting 
from their accumulation, do we 
have all the water sports that you 
will find in far more arid spots? 
Obviously we should be support- 
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ing the state in any effort that will 
clean up the stream s. In fact we 
should be demanding that it do so. 
The decision by Warren this week 
to spend a million and a half to build 
a sewage plant will have far-reach­ 
ing effects. With the Warren sewage 
removed, the land downstream will 
become much more valuable, and 
other communities will need to mend 
their own fences. They will be un­ 
able to blame pollution on those 
above. 
The s a m e goes for areas upstream 
from Warren. With Warren sewage 
gone, pollution will be traced to 
violators above us. And you can 
be sure that the Warren people who 
shell out a million and a half, plus 
interest, in sewer rentals are going 
to insist on the state enforcing the 
law if the Allegheny still is unfit 
for human skin, or if it proves to 
be the home for fish that are too 
strong for eating. 
Floods are costly in many ways. 
But to those who are interested 
in the outdoors the high water does 
more than fill cellars and wash out 
industrial plants. It also takes tons 
of good top-soil downstream. 
It 
erodes and wastes the land, very 
rich, lowland soil. 
And the rushing waters do more 
than wash away valuable property. 
Because they are allowed to hurry 
to the ocean in this fashion, nothing 
is left in the summer months, and 
the same stream which roared at 
us in its might becomes a sickly, 
anemic thing. Its low waters lay 
bare much of the stream bed, and 
the unsightly m ess that remains 
.serves 
us 
in no way but bad. 
I Droughts result, 
vegetation 
suf­ 
fers, and the least (but most appar­ 
ent to millions) of our troubles is 
the denial of many play time pleas­ 
u re s.

(who IS RESPONSIBLE? 
Because the sportsman sees these 
things, and should 
realize their 
[far-reaching effect, he should be 


one of the most valiant supporters 
of a kind of flood control that also 
will store the water and use it 
wisely. He should be the last to 
seek dredging, diking, and other 
wasteful 
m e a n s 
of keeping the 
stream s out of our low lands. 
If we provide good forests and 
wisely cultivate open fields, we 
will do much for our water supply. 
By providing a good water supply, 
we will do much for our fields and 
woodlands — and their inhabitants, 
t is a cooperative and constructive 
circle. 
You, of course, can do much 
more than just think about these 
things. If you like to fish and hunt 
you should join one of the many 
clubs in the area. If they are not 
doing as much as you think they 
should, we know of no better way 
to see that they assume more re­ 
sponsibilities than to join them and 
offer them the benefit of your wis­ 
dom and energy.

County Millage May 


Go Up Two In 1957 


Though the cost of assessing War­ 
ren county properties with the use 
of a professional firm has increased 
the county budget about$66,000over 
last year’s, it is doubtful if the 
millage will be increased more than 
two. If the commissioners manage to 
do this long delayed job with a cost 
of only two additional mills for one 
year, they should be complimented. 


Contrary 
to 
reports in other 
capers and on the radio, the budget 
has not been increased over one 
hundred 
thousand dollars. 
This 
year’s general budget is $427,247. 
Last 
year’s 
was $356,280. This 
year’s institutional budget is $120, 
795, which is over four thousand 
dollars less than last year’s $125, 
125. 


The total of the two for 1957 
will be $548,042. The total for 1956 
was $481,405. The increase is $66, 
6371 


A mill is worth about $30,000 
in the county financing plan. But 
the commissioners are not com­ 
pletely dependent on millage. The 
personal tax alone is worth about 
$80,000, and there is other state 
and federal aid. 
They also have done a good job 
of checking the court house audit 
ing system. The result is that there 
is more money coming into the 
county from some of the offices than 
formerly was the case. The register 
and recorder office two years ago 
yielded less than $200. This last 
year it topped $7,000.Theprothono­ 
tary’s office also should yield about 
$1,000 more than it has in the 
past. Other adjustments are pos­ 
sible which will add more receipts 
to the county treasury. 


The mapping and assessing work 
last year cost the county $56,450. 
This year it will cost about $117, 
840. 
Other major items in the general 
budget include m ilitary affairs which 
total $16,000. They sub-divide into 


$4,500 for civil defense, $2,200 
for soldier burials, $900 for head­ 
stones, m arkers, and flags, $800 
for Memorial Day services, $500 
for Company I, and $6000 for sal­ 
aries. 


Court house and annex mainten­ 
ance, repair, and equipment ac­ 
count for $38,450. Elections and 
registrations 
cost 
$18,147. 
The 
treasurer’s commissions and cost 
of collections total $20,900, and 
$46,700 is budgeted for probation 
officers, penal institutions, and the 
county jail. 


The big items in the institutional 
budget are topped by the Rouse 
Home which costs $60,000. The 
Warren General hospital receives 
$10,000. The foster home board 
is given $20,000. Others are out- 
of-county homes, $12,000; Hoffman 


home, $1,000; Children’s Aid So­ 
ciety, $2,500, and Crippled Chil­ 
dren’s committee, $1,000. 


T h e 
effort 
in 
other 
ne ws 
mediums to make the tax load look 
excessive is not very fair to the 
public and is apt to affect balanced 
thinking concerning other projects 
which the area must undertake. 
Actually the small millage required 
to do this assessing job will be paid 
and gone before the millage on other 
projects will start ( such as the 
new high school). And in Warren, 
payments on Jefferson school will

We are up to our ears in adult 
Westerns (which are adult only in

of the regular dramatic shows, you 
find something called “ Invitation 
to a Gunfighter,’’ or “ Gun the Man

Remember when all the series open­ 
ed with the private eye in his 
cubbyhole of an office, muttering 
into a dictaphone: “ Well, honey, 
the Amberwell caper can be put 
into the deep freeze, but lemme 
tell you it was touch and go. . .’’ 
and then into the credits. Eventually, 
the cowboys — maybe this is just 
wishful thinking — will follow the 
private eyes into oblivion or at 
least into decent obscurity.

While the comics are a dwindling 
race, it was pleasant to watch Bob 
Hope, whose shows have not always 
been the greatest, come up with one 
of his better ones last Sunday.
